WASHINGTON, Sept. 9. — The. more 

| Important regulations under which 13,- 
000,000 registrants in the new draft are 
to be classified were made ‘public tonight 
by Provost Marshal General Crowder. 
' They provide ample opportunity for all 
registrants who feel that they are vital 
to the national welfare in their present 
occupations to claim deferred listing: 
but, on the other hand, they state em- 


- phatically that wholesale exemptions 


will not be granted at the request of 
any industry or Governmental agency 
without the most thorough investigation. 

General Crowder makes jt evident by 
the Wording of his regulations that he 
is determined to have the draft run by 
his office and the district boards, ari 
that, while information supplied by 
other Governmental departments, such 
as the War Industries Board, which 
yesterday issued a long industrial pref- 
erential list, will be considered, the final 


4 decisions are to be made by the officials 


and experts of the War Department. 

In connection with the Baruch priority 
list of sixty-nine selected industries, 
General Crowder said that the district 
boards would not have their hands tied 
by .such rulings, which would bé used 
simply in supplementing other informa- 
tion collected by the boards in determin- 
ing whether industries were essential, 
and whether the employes who claimed 
deferred classification or for whom de- 
ferred classification was asked. were 
vital to such industries. To this ex- 
tent at least the publication of the 
regulations was in the nature of a re- 
ply to the Baruch preferential list and 
the statement which accompanied it. 

Three Advisers Provided For. 


The regulations then proceed to set 
forth the manner in which General 
Crowder and those under him intend to 
solve the problem. Each.-district board 
which will decide the questions of de- 
ferred classifications will be aided in 
its researches by three advisers, one to 


Z be appointed by the Department of La- 


bor, one by the Department of Agricul- 
ture, and the third by the district board. 

It shail be the duty of these advisers 
to confer with managers and heads of 
various industries and get at the actual 
conditions. One thing upon which Gen- 
eral Crowder will insist is that none 
who is not especially equipped’ for work 
in certain vital plants, and who has en- 
tered such plants apparently to escape 
military service, shall receive preféren- 
ilal treatment. 

The regulations are broad enough to. 
make it possible for men in almost any 
occupation which they feel is vital to 
the welfare of the nation to set forth 
their claims for deferred ranking. Such 
claims, however, will not be passed upon 
in an offhand manner, and men at the 
head of certain vital industries and in- 
stitutions and commercial businesses 
will have to prove to the satisfaction of 
the district boards that the war program 
will be crippled seriously by putting 
their employes in the army, if they ho 
to get large numbers of mien upon the 
deferred list. 

The scope of the district boards is 
broad. enough to permit them to grant 
special ag to men they believe are 
essential in their present positions, even 
though no exemption claim is made by 
or in behalf of the registrant. The re 
eae also make it possible for basi: 
ers and professional] men to set down 
exernption claims upon which the dis- 
trict rhe will then pass. It is under-

WASHINGTON, Sept.. 9.—An uncer- 
tain and unsatisfactory element was in- 
jected into the Russian military situ- 
ation today when the State Department 
was officially informed of the reported 
capture of Samara, on the Volga River, 
in European Russia. from the Czecho- 
slovak forces by the Bolsheviki. 

A dispatch from American Consul 
General Harris, at Irkutsk, dated Sept. 
4, informed Secretary Lansing that it 
had been unofficially reported at Irkutsk 
that the Bolsheviki had probably re- 
taken Samara. This was one of the 
most westerly: positiong occupied by the. 
Czechoslovak forces ‘in Huropean -Rus- 
sia. Samara is about half way between 
Mescow and the /Sjherian border. 

The Consul Genéral ‘stated that if the 
news he had received was Gorrééh ‘it 
meant that Oremburg, Simbirsk and 
Kazan, other important towns occupied 
by the Czechoslovak and Russian anti- 
Bolshevist ‘forces, were in serious 
danger. There had been no contact with 
Ekaterinburg since Sept. 3, the message 
said. 

Consul Harris added ‘that on Aug. 25 
Vice Consul Hadley, at Samara, report- 
ed that the Bolshéviki were gaining 
strength on the Samara front, stretching 
from Penza ‘to the’ north of Kazan, on 
the: west of the Volga River, “due chiefly 
to the addition of artillery, manned un- 
der the direction of Germans. . The 
Czechoslovaks were inadequately sup- 
plied with artillery. : 

The Bolshevist troops on the Samara 
front are composed chiefly of Lettish 
soldiers, who have remained unwaver- 
ingly loyal to Lenine, and former-Aus- 
tro-German prisoners of war. The re- 
ported capture by them of Samara re- 
calls the recent visit of Leon Trotzky, 
Bolshevist Minister of War, to. that 
front and his declaration that the Bol- 
shevist forces would overthrow there the 
Czechoslovaks and give European Rus- 
sia access to the granaries of the nation. 

On the other hand, an encouraging re- 
port on the sit ation in Siberia came to- 
day in a cablégram from Vladivostok, 
dated Sept. 7, from the Czechoslovak 
leaders there to Professor Thomas G. 
Masaryk, President of the Czechoslovak 
National Council. The message said: 

“ After‘a victory over the enemy our 
armies have effected a junction of the 

River Onon, south of Chita,.in a com- 

lete and cordial union with the new 

ussian forces and the Russian people. 
oe the Allies our troops are operati 
rfect accord. We hope that an al- 
ite army will come to the aid of our 
troops on the Volga front, where they 
are exhausted by. extr emely hard fight- 
ing. All our soldiers are sending with 
profound gratitude a greeting to their 
fathers.’ 

‘The dispatch was oo ag by Girsa, 
member of the National Council; Gen- 
eral Diederichs, Commander in Chief of 
the Czechoslovak Army-in Russia; Ma- 
jor Gen. Gaida, commanding the Czecho- 
slovak Army of Western Siberia, and 
General Paris, the French officer with 
the Czechoslovak Army.

allow conclusions to be drawn of the 
number of U-boats lost, and con- 
tinues:

‘the loss of the U-boats, but it can 
be understood by all experts in view 
of the growing countermeasures and 
the greater number of U-boats sent 
out against the enemy.

PARIS, Sept. 9.—News from the 
battlefront» which reached Paris this 
afternoon indicates that the German 
‘artillery has begun to react to a 
marked extent along the whole line of 
the frent from: east of Arras to west 
of Rheims. The enemy guns are giv- 
ing voice, it is reported, in greater 
volume than they have done for sev- 
eral weeks past.

HE “wrihés Havé béen thréwn by thé 
steady and reléntless pressuité 6f thé 
French-and British, and has managed 
to get into position a substantial num- 
ber of heavy. guns which he was able 
to éxtricate from the danger zone in 
the earlier days of his retreat. An- 
other reason for this evidence of in- 
créased resistance on the part of the 
fenemy.is, of course, the fact that the 
allied armies have now got well within 
range of the heavy artillery which has 
been .in -position for many months be- 
hind the Hindenburg line for the ex- 
press purpose of resisting exactly the 
kind of attack which is now threaten- 
ing. 

The full development of Foch’s fine- 
ly articulated strategic plans is not at 
all likely to be checked by this recru- 
descence of the enemy’s artillery. 
Paris is confident that this increase of 
resistance by the enemy has been fully 
anticipated by the great soldier to 
whom :-the Allies have intrusted their 
joint fortunes, and that when what 
Foch foresees becomes an accom- 
plished fact, the moment has arrived 
for him to take advantage of exactly 
the opportunity he has been waiting 
for. 

A grand frontal attack on the Hin- 
denburg line would inevitably prove 
enormously costly, and experts are 
agreed that it would be entirely un- 
necessary in view of all the other fac- 
tors of the situation. The Hindenburg 
line, it is believed, can be eliminated 
by the methods which have been util- 
ized with such success a score of times 
during the present operations. 

Nothing has shown better the high 
degree of development which the 
allied fighting brains have now at- 
tained than the. skillful manner in 
which all the knotty problems that 
faced them during the fighting which 
has been going on since July 18 have 
been tackled. The  bull-at-a-game 
mothods favored by the Germans 
which -cost both the British and 
French so heavily when used by them 
in the earlier part of the war have 
been abandoned for much finer tac- 
tics. Not one of the many great Ger- 
man centres of resistance .which have 
been reduced durjng Foch’s big de- 
fensive offensive has been overcome 
by the direct method of attack which 
would have been used three years ago. 

The ‘method of enveloping the cen- 
tres of resistance from each side 
proved ‘far more efficient in results, 
land has resulted in ‘such enormous 
‘economy: of man power that the con- 
tinued high offensive power of the al- 
t- lied armies. is even now a baffling 
| mystery to the enemy. 

A striking instance of the superior- 
ity of the present allied methods is|

LONDON, Sept. 9\—It is probable 

that Ludendorff’s claim that by Sun- 

day he had got his main bodies behind 

the Hindenburg line is correct. North- 


west of St. Quentin, at Vermand, we 
are now not more than four miles 
from this line, and‘ from Vermand 
northward the strip of territory be- 
tween our advanced troops and the 
main German position gradually nar- 
rows down until Moeuvre is reached, 
where we are in direct contact with it.

The progress has been rather slower 
in the last forty-eight hours because 
our troops have entered an area 
honeycombed with the defenses which 
we held at the time of the great Ger- 
man attack of March 21. Part. of 
these defenses we were forced to 
abandon prematurely when they were 
turned by the Germans from the 
south. Some of them were, therefore, 
probably ‘not very much knocked to 
pieces by the German ‘bombardment 
and are now giving the machine gun- 
ners of the German rearguards oppor- 
tunities for delaying our progress. 

There is, however, now no. portion 
of the Hindenburg line which is not 
within range of our guns, and this 
stage of the German retreat is prac- 
tically at an end. 


German Program Disarranged. 

Evidence is accumulating that the 
Germans meant to hold on to the line 

of Croisilles, _Bapaume,, and. .Pé- 
ronne, and the Somme to. the south: 
‘of that town. We have captured large 
quantities of stores which would: not 
have been left where they were found 
if the enemy had not been forced to 
change his plans in a hurry. 

Stacks of coal, heaps of road metal,

HOLD SPURS OF DEFENSES 


British in Local Attack Near 
Gouzeaucourt Clear Way 
for New Thrust.

WITH THE BRITISH: ARMIES, 
Sept. 9.—A successful local attack 
between Havrincourt Wood and Gou- 
zeaucourt has been the only feature 
of today’s progress toward the old 
Hindenburg line. Advanced troops of 
General Byng’s army pushed against 
Gouzeaucourt Wood and the high 
ground around the village, and at 
last accounts were making good 
progress. 

As the enemy drew near this 
region of the old British and Ger- 
man trenches his tired troops were 
strengthened by the arrival of rein- 
forcements which had been manning 
the Hindenburg line. They have 
shown greater resistance and are 
evidently determined to hold the 
commanding spurs in front of their 
original defenses as long as pos- 
sible. 

Today’s operation, which was of a 
purely.local nature, was intended to 
clear the approaches to the positions 
we occupied last Spring. Gouzeau- 
court Wood was filled with machine 
gunners and they lined the slopes 
east of it with orders to hold the 
British infantry. A heavy bombard- 
ment was directed on our line south 
of Havrincourt Wood arid in’ front 
of Heudicourt, and during the night 
quantities of gas shells were dis- 
tributed Cown the surrounding vil- 
lages. 

Apparently the enemy expected 
nothing more than the usual attempt 
at peaceful penetration this morn- 
ing and relied on his strengthened 
artillery behind the Hindenburg de- 
fenses to check it. The attack of 
greater strength came as a surprise. 
I,hear we pushed through Gouzeau- 
court Wood and are fighting on the 
ridge called Chapel Hill, south of the 
village.

Further indications of the growing 
discontent in certain sections of the 
German Army have been received. 
A number of Germans recently cap- 
tured were formerly in captivity in 
Russia. They express themselves most 
bitterly against their military leaders. 
They say they had been told they 
would be used on the line of com- 
munication, but instead they were put 
through the field recruit departments 
and placed as infantry in the trenches. 

Many Germans are becoming in- 
creasingly worried over the prospects 
of Winter, not only for themselves but 
for their families, who in many cases, 
according to the Germans who were 
captured, are near starvation. 

Nearly all the German soldiers go- 
img home on leave are taking with 
them to their families whatever food 
they can lay their hands on at the 
front and in as large quantities as pos- 
sible. Many captured letters to the 
Germans at the front mourn the.:lack 
of food and warm clothing. 

The enemy has by no means even 
started to recover from the shocks he 
has received day after day since the 
British offensive began, and it is con- 
sidered more than likely that new divi- 
sions have been thrown in through 
the desire to stiffen the German mo- 
rale quite as much as to stiffen the 
line for a time. 

Most Fighting Near Gouzeaucourt. 

The principal activity today .was in 
the area around Gouzeaucourt,. The 
high ground overlooking Gouzeau-. 
court and the wood of the same name 

“were -captured. The British guns 
from this section are able to direct 
an enfilading fire on the enemy posi- 
tions to the south. 

British forces have advanced to the 
east ‘of Roisel, about seven miles east 
ef Péronne, and Roisel is now under a 
heavy fire from the German long- 
range guns. 

The enemy is reported to be leaving 
Heudicourt, southwest of Gouzeau- 
court, in response to continuous 
pressure. ; 

The crowded enemy trenches at Up- 
py, east of Arras, are being heavily 
gassed. Fires continue to burn at 
some places, and within the last few 
heurs fires have been observed in 
Douai. 

British Gains in Flanders. 


In Flanders the British have gained 
another 1,500 yards to the west of 
Wytschaete, and from reliable sources 
it is learned that the Germans have 
removed virtually all their artillery to 
the east of the River Lys, to cover 
the lines they held prior to their April 
offensive. 

West of the Lys the Germans had 
left only old or captured guns which 
they had planned to destroy or aban- 
don when the time came.

FRENCH FACE GERMANS 
IN THEIR OLD TRENCHES 


Close to Hindenburg Line Along 
the Forests of Coucy and. 
St. Gobain. 3 


WITH THE FRENCH ARMY, é 
8, (Associated Press.)—The troops of 
General Mangin between the Aisne 
and the Oise Rivers are now virtually 
behind their old wire entanglements in 
their old trenches of 1917. All along 
the edge of the Forest of Coucy and 
through the western horn of the St. 
Gobain Forest the Germans are only 
200 yards away, and in some places 
they are in positions in the old Hin- 
denburg line that are plainly visible 
from the heights west of Coucy-le- 
Chateau. i 

The Oise-Aisne Canal and the River 
Ailette, that runs between the heights 
and the chateau and forms a sort of 
advanced post of thé German main 
line six miles further back, at 
Fresnes, were not abandoned volunta- 
rily, but were wrested from the enemy 
after a struggle of five days, during 
which five different German divisions 
tried to. hold off a single French di- 
vision. 

‘‘The divisions that tried to pre- 
vent the crossing of the canal and 
river,'’ The Associated Press cor- 
respondent was informed by a French 
officer, who has participated in most 
of the campaigns of the -war,. ‘‘ ac- 
complished the greatest concentration 
of machine-gun fire that has been 
witnessed in this war.’’ 

The French troops were obliged to 
face that fire at a range of twenty 
yards in order to cross the Oise-Aisne 
Canal and the Ailette. Pioneers throw- 
ing bridges over the canal seventeen 
yards wide suffered not only from 
the quickfirers, but were in good 
It re- 
quired two days to advance to the 
Ailette from the village Pont St. Mard, 
and four days to gain 500 yards of 
ground. The machine guns were 
massed thickly all along the canal in 
front of Quincy and in the woods, 
thickets, and marshes. 

The French engineers finally suc- 
ceeded in bridging the canal, and over 
the first bridge an enraged sergeant 
charged the Germans around a ma- 





made twelve of them prisoners. Such 
was the work that went.on both along 
the river and the canal during the five 
days, each day exhausting Germany's 
best divisions. 


ONE GUN SCATTERS BATTALION 


Retreating Body of Germans Forced 
to Flee in Disorganization. 


LONDON, Sept. 9.—An incident show- 
ing how the Germans are sustaining 
serious losses in men during their re- 
treat in the present battle is reported 
from the field. Three staff officers ad- 
vaneed in front of the British lines in 
a certain area to examine the positions 
ahead. At about 2,500 yards distance 
they observed an enémy battalion re- 
tiring in a formation of fours, acconi- 
panied by artillery and transport. 
The officers immediately communi- 
cated with the British artillery and a 
field gun was-rushed up. Opening fire 
over open sights the gun did great exe- 
cution among the retreating enemy, who 
paapane completely disorganized and 
ed. 
It is reported that the German infan- 
try is ere complaining about its 
artillery shelling its own front line. 
The commander of a German infantry 
unit placed a white notice board in front 
of the line of the sector in which his 
troops were operating, in a position 
visible to the artillerymen, hoping fhus 
to avoid ‘short range shelling from the 
German guns. 
Evidence indicates that the Germans 
are again combing out their air service 
very rigorously. There are two sugges- 
tions made in accounting for this. The 
first is the urgent need for the enemy 
to strengthen his depleted infantry bat- 
talions, while the second is that the 
Germans have realized that they cannot” 
hope to obtain the mastery of the air. 


PREDICTS WINTER CAMPAIGN. 


No Rest for Foe, Says Clemenceau 
Paper—St. Quentin Defense Stiff. 


PARIS, Sept. 9.—If the Germans are 
expecting to have a respite from at- 
tack either during the Autumn or 
through the Winter, they are counting 
without their host, says Premier Clem- 
enceau’s newspaper, L’Homme Libre, in 
commenting upon the military situation. 
They made their great trial last Spring 
to outspeed the United States, it points 


out, but lost the race to a competitor 
which was too fast for them. 

Nevertheless, the newspaper antici- 
ates a certain slowing up of the fight- 
ng because of the‘necessity of bringing 
forward the necessary infantry support 
in front of the new positions which the 
Germans are occupying and which they 
are expected to defend stubbornly. 

The regrouping of the allied forces 
will not be delayed, L’ Homme Libre pre- 
dicts, as the movement of the troops is 
based upon an excellent method through 
whic hthe allied Commander in Chief 
was able uninterruptedly to retain the 
initiative for a period of more than six 
weeks. 

In connection with the probable fur- 
ther course of the fighting in e im- 
mediate future, the Echo de Paris 
points out that the allied command is 
‘not of the yee to gamble with fortune 
and that it not likely to hurry an ef- 
fort to capture lines so strongly held 
that losses disproportionate to the re- 
sults would be risked in taking them. 

The Germans evidently intend to de- 
fend St. Quentin energetically, and are 
fighting in the approaches to the town, 
besides regrouping their forces and con- 
centrating mumerous divisions in its 
protection. The capture of the place, 
however, is declar by commentators 
here to be the intenttion of the French 
commanad. : 

The Germans are likewise hurriedly 
strengthenin their defences around 
Laon, according to La Liberte. In the 
region of Chavigny the Germans are 
reported to be installing thick barbed 
wire, digging deep trenches, and accu- 
mulating munitions of all sorts, as if 
for a len y defense, in the great un- 
derground storage places of the Nan- 
teuil plateau. he entire region north 
of the Afiette from the vicinity of the 
Laon-Soissons Railway is a mass of 
guns which the enemy has emplaced, the 
reports say, while north:-of Craonne 
numerous teries of 150 and 170 mili- 
metre pieces are concentrated.

LOOK FOR EARLY BLOW 
AT PERSHING’S ARMY} 


Washington Observers Expect 
Foe Counterstroke to Relieve 
> Pressure from Allies. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 9.—With the 
German Army standing today substan- 
tially in the positions it occupied be- 
fore March 21, when its greatest of- 
fensive was launched, officials here ap- 
peared to be certain that the next few 
days would see the plans of the op- 
posing commanders revealed. 

. The statement in the German offi- 
cial communiqué that ‘‘ our new lines ”” 
have everywhere been occupied, receives 
only one construction here. Apparently. 
it was intended to mean that the retire-: 
ment had come to an end and that the: 
Germans expected to stop the allied ad-' 
vance along the old front. 

In that event, it was said today, the 
light forces of the French, British, and 
American armies would soon reach this 
defensive position and subsequent oper- 
ations would quickly show how Mar- 
shal Foch proposed to assail the prob- 
lem. that once baffled the French and 
british General Staffs—the breaking of 
this advanced line of defense set up by 
the enemy on Belgian and French soil. 
There is a feeling among some offi- 
‘cialis that the enemy is likely to sig- 
nalize his intention to stand fast by 
striking back hard at the advancing 
French and British forces, or even by 
an attack at some other point designed 
to relieve pressure rather than to 
achieve any decisive result in the way 
of capturing towns. It is argued that 
if the German high command has made 
evailable a sufficient reserve force b 
‘ts great withdrawal to permit suc 
operations, a limited drive, possibly on 
the front held by General Pershing’s 
army beyond Verdun, might well be 
thought advisable. 

On the allied side, it remains to be 
seen whether Marshal Foth plans a 
flanking operation on a wide front to 
turn the enemy out of his new lines 
and keep him moving back, or will con- 
tinue to hit at weak spots all along the 
front. Opinion here is that the larger 
enterprise is the more probable, since 
virtually the entire American Army is 
available as a frésh, hard-hitting force 
with which to deliver a coup aimed at 
the breaking of the German front. 
There is no doubt that many officers 
here regard the days immediately ahead 


as probably the crucial period of the 
whole battle of 1918. 


CLEMENCEAU AT ARMY FRONT. 


Visits the Belgian King and Sees 
Armentieres Burning. 
PARIS, Sept. 9.—Premier Clemenceau,

On Saturday 
morning the Premier visited, with the 
King of the Belgians, one of the most 
interesting spots on the Belgian front.

} Hindenburg line between Cambrai and 


St. Quentin was not completed until 
May 10, so that in 1917 it took us 
about twelve weeks to force the Ger- 
mans back over the same ground that 
we have just driven them across in 
three, and to complete their retreat 
eighteen months ago we had ‘9 fight 
the great battle of Arras. 

During those twelve weeks of 1917 
we captured 23,000 prisoners, 260 
guns, 225 trench mortars, and 550 
machine guns. The battle of Arras 
had up to Aug. 8 of this year been our 
most successful effort in the war, and 
we were quite rightly very proud and 
pleased with these captures. 

The French and Americans have not 
yet published their captures during 
September, but our own in the four 
weeks since Aug. 8 now amount to 
about 77,000 prisoners, nearly 800 
guns, 6,000 machine guns, and about 
1,000 trench mortars, and these re- 
sults have been obtained at a cost 
which. is enormously less than we had 
to pay in the Spring of 1917. Nothing 
could show more clearly than this 
comparison the change which has 
come over the face of the war. 





Everywhere in the German. press 
apologists for their defeat, while pay- 
ing here and there grudging tributes 
to Foch’s generalship, describe the 
German withdrawal as a necessary 
precaution in view of the overwhelm- 
ing numerical superiority of the Allies. 
Nothing could be wider of the mark. 

We know that without the Amer- 
icans the allied forces in the west were 
in a numerical inferiority to the en- 
emy, and we know also that although 
the Americans have taken a distin- 
guished part in the allied ‘victories and 
have shown that in prowess and skill 
in the field they are second to none 
they have as yet appeared in battle in 
comparatively small numbers. The 
Germans have yet to learn the weight 
of the American Army. 

In the air. we have a marked and 
growing supériority, but‘a ‘supétidrity 
which is as yet only at the beginning 
of its development. We are unques- 
tiouably superior in tanks, and it is 
probable, thanks to the promptitude 
with which our losses in the Spring 
were made good; to the steady flow 
of guns from England to France; to 
the growth of the American artillery, 
and to the heavy losses which the 
Germans have recently suffered, that 
we are now somewhat superior in gun 
power. But it is quite untrue that 
we have as yet any great superiority 
in the number of troops which can be 
thrown into battle. 


It is not by weight of rumbers, but 
by generalship that Fach has accom- 
plished so much. It does not require 
genius to beat down an enemy by 
sheer weight of numbers. The great- 
est testimony to Foch's genius is that 
he has kept the battle going always 
increasingly in his favor since July 
18; that he has extended the front of 
battle in a way and on a scale which 
has never before been approached on 
the western front; that he has never 
allowed the enemy time to recover 
from his successive blows, and that he 
has done all this with such a slight 
margin of superiority.

LONDON, Sept. 9.

POLITICAL STORM 
GATHERS IN BRITAIN 


Threatened Coal and Shipbuild- 
ing Crises Are Blamed 
Upon the Cabinet. 


MUCH SUFFERING PREDICTED 


Government Accused of Assuming to 
Allies and Neutrals Obligations 
It Could Not Fulfill.

LONDON, Sept. 9.—‘‘ Two black clouds 
are gathertng,’’ says a London paper 
this evening, ‘‘ a coal crisis and a ship- 


building crisis.’" Behind them are the 
elements of a political crisis. 

Charges that the War Cabinet is re- 
sponsible for this parlous state of af- 
fairs because of its shortsighted and un- 
stable policy are openly made by The 
Manchester Guardian and Bhe Daily 
Chronicle, both of which papers have 
loyally stood by the {coalition Govern- 
ment, while reserving the right of inde- 
pendent criticism. 

The War Cabinet, it is alleged, under- 
took obligations to allies and to neutrals 
which it could not fulfill and regardless 
of conditions that it ought to have fore- 
seen. Instead of safeguarding the sup- 
ply of coal, which is a most vital raw 
material for the war, the policy of the 
War Cabinet made reduction in output 


inevitable. : 
Before the present year the minérs 


furnished over 380,000 recruits for the 
army, and last Spring 75,000 more 
skilled men were withdrawn. The War 
Cabinet, which frequently changes its 
policy on the man-power problem, is 
now endeavoring to comb skilled miners 
out of the army. Unless it adopts 
very stern measures, it will not succeed. 


-|}The army does not willingly give up 


fit men, and some of‘the men do not 
want to give up the army. 

‘‘Will the War Cabinet,’’ asks The 
Chronicle, ‘‘ realize its responsibilities 
before it is too late? The present crisis 
has been brought about chiefly by the 
panicky action of the War Cabinet fol- 
lowing upon the German March of- 
fensive. The proper relation of, the 
claims upon us for men and material 
was upset. It must now be readjusted.”’ 

‘* Nobody will blame the Government 
for taking desperate. measures at, the 
moment of the German March offen- 
sive,’’ says The Manchester Guardian, 
‘but were they not continued when 
they were no longer necessary? Was 
so far as that was one of men, tided 
agreed to brigade its troops with the 
British and French armies, and the mili- 
tary crisis of the future solved when the 
American Government undertook to send 
men across at the rate of 250,000 a 
month? 

“These decisions of the American Gov- 
ernment were entirely new factors, and 
they have completely transformed the 
military man-power situation. Never- 
theless, the Government is still carrying 
out many of the panic measures which 
were adopted under stress of the events 
of lust March. 

** Governmental reluctance to review 
its past and the War Office -desire to 
maintain as big an army as possible are 
advanced as an explanation of persist- 
ence in a policy which. is no longer justi- 
fiable. It is no business of the War Of- 
fice to adjust competitive demands of 
various national needs. and still less to 
assess the contributions of the various 
naticns. That is the business of the Wai 
Cabinet alone in so far as the forme? 
point is concerned, and of the War Cabi- 
net in consultation with the Allies in re- 
card to fixing the limit of Britain's mili- 
tary contribution of the common cause 
at the point where it can maximize its 
total contribution. 

‘* The present distribution of allied ef- 
fort is faulty and wasteful. Fault and 
waste are most glaringly illustrated by. 
the coal and shipbuilding crisis, which 
are reacting immediately and gravely 
upon the whole conduct of the war. The 
initiative, therefore, rests with the Brit- 
ish Government, and it would be a dere- 
liction of duty on its part if it omits 
to review the distribution of its war ef- 
fort in the light of the transformation 
brought about ‘by America’s gigantic 
pattnership.”’ 

Generally speaking, it is believed that 
remissness in expanding and putting into 
practice the theory of unified control is 
at the bottom of the present difficulties, 
which imperil the whole foundation of 
the allied cause; for while the British 
population will this Winter suffer from 
lack of fuel and light their sufferings, 
as The Chronicle points out, will be 
small compared with the misery in store 
for the French and Italian people. 

In Italy the production of munitions is 
already suffering from shortage of coal. 
Italy requires 600,000 tons of coal per 
month for war purposes, and it is not 
getting it. 

The official price for English coal In 
the great City of Milan is $70 a ton, and 
in many parts of tne country it is al- 
ready $100 a ton. 

The forests are being denuded, includ- 
ing the sacrifice of olive trees, a source 
of national weaith.

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LONDON EXPECTS STAND

People Neither Rebellious Nor on 
the Verge of Starvation, 
Says Envoy.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 9.—A warning 
to the American #eople not to be misled 
into believing that the German people 
are on the verge of starvation and revo- 
lution or into the delusion that the Ger- 
man military power has yet cracked 
was authorized by the State Department 
today. It took the form of.a signed 
statement from Ira Nelson Morris of 
Chicago. the American Minister to Swe- 
den, who is in Washington on leave of 
absence. ; 

The importance of the statement is to 
be found in the fact that it was issued 
Officially with the sanction of the de- 
Partment. Unless the statement made by 
Minister Morris reflected the opinion of

have been given. 

It is believed that the statement was 
put out not only to controvert erroneous 
hotions that may have arisen in the 
minds of Americans ag a result of the

As American Minister to Stockholm 
Mr. Morris has been in an exceptionally 
goed position to gather information r«- 
garding conditions in Germany.

I base this state- 
rnent on many reports from reliable 
sources that have reached me In Stock- 
holm. 

“There is no doubt that in many 

of Germany there is a marked 
scarcity of food and that the civilian 
population has been reduced to the mini- 
mum ration, but it still receives suffi- 
cient for existence. Conditions are bet- 
ter in the rural districts, particularly 
as regards the farmers and landowners,

where the scarcity is most felt. In the 
southern part conditions improve atill 
more, and resorts and hoteis there still 
serve meals at moderate prices. 

**In the case of the army, there has 
been but slight deprivation; this has 
been fed at the expense of the civilian 
population. 

“In German Poland, in manufactur- 
ing districts, and in more densely popu- 
lated parts there has been _ suffering, 
quite visible in the emaciation of the 
people, which has naturally impaired the 
efficiency of the German workman, who 
no longer possesses full vigor, but it is 
a mistake to believe that this has pro- 
voked a strong current toward revolu- 
tion, or any general iessening of the 
loyalty of the people. They still possess 
faith in the invincibility of the military 
power, being purposely kept in igno- 
rance of the real conditions on the 
Western front, not only as regard Ger- 
man reverses, but also the full signifi- 
cance of America’s entry into the war.

In the two truly dangerous sectors of 
the fighting front,’ matters either al- 
ready have or soon will have come to a 


standstill, at. least for the moment. 
These sectors are the two hinges of the 
German retreat—the first in the north, 
where the British lie along the Sensée 
Canal, and the second Into the south, 
where the French are before the Forest 
ef St. Gobain. Here the Hindenburg 
line. has been reached, and for a short 
distance crossed. Bassoles and Fresnes 
were both within the German lines when 
the offensive of. March 21 began. They 
are now held by the French. It is a 
matter, however, of only a few hundred 
yards, so it is practically true that in 
this section thig line is intact. But the 
question is more than a matter of a 
mere line. It is more than possible that 
this line can be broken through by sur- 
prise tactics, just as was the Drocourt- 
Quéant switch line. It is a matter of 
preparation for defénse through the 
massing of artillery and the concentra- 
tion of men. f 

It is hardly necessary to say that the 
Germans are just as keenly alive to the 
vital necessity of holding on to their 
pivotal points as the Allies are desirous 
of crushing them. The Germans know 
that if these points give way their en- 
tire line may be forced to recoil. They 
have therefore prepared to defend them. 
While it is true that the German re- 
tirement has been in all probability 
much more rapid at times than was 
contemplated, nevertheless for many 
days it has been in the main voluntary. 
Reference to the British and French re- 
ports will show frequent mention of rear 
guard actions, showing that the main 
body of the Germans was retiring be- 
hind the fighting line. This retirement 
meant that the Germans were falling 
back to prepared positions where artil- 
lery was being massed and where every 
provision was being made for defense. 
The reports of yesterday of the fighting 
between the Aisne and the Olse indi- 
cate that the end of the German retreat 
here has been reached and that they are 
now prepared to stand in their old de- 
fensive positions. 


pose of delaying the allied advance, but 
without any intention of trying to stop 
it. Certainly the Germans would not 
try to halt the Allies in the open when 
a few miles behind them there is a line 
which has been prepared for defense by 
the exhaustion of all of the engineering 
knowledge and skill of the German En- 
gineer Corps.

Certain it is 
that Foch’'s in problem will come 
when the Germans reach the line they 
moved out from when they began this 
year’s offensives. The British are still 
keeping up their progress in the centre 
toward Cambrai, but as the Hindenburg 
line is approached the advance becomes 
slower and slower. They are practical- 
ly through the Havrincourt Wood, and 
to the south of this wood have taken 
the little clumps of woods known as the 
Forest of Gouzeaucourt. 

The principal task on this section of 
the front is to force the crossing of the 
Canal du Nord between Havricourt and 
the Sensée Canal. This small water 
barrier is playing an important func- 
tion in the German defense, as it guards 
the perfectly level plain before Cam- 
brai, which plain is embraced between 
the Arras-Cambrai road and the Sensée 
River. Just south of this road is Bour- 
lon Wood, which was the furthest point 
reached by General Byng in his offen- 
sive late last Fall. The capture of this 
wood would. give the British domina- 
tion of the plain to the north, and an 
excellent observation post overlooking 
the Cambrai plain. But the line along 
this section of the Canal du Nord holds 
fast; leaving the two armies dead- 
locked. ;

Spiridonovd to revolt, and 
her challenge to the Bolshevist leaders 
in the All-Russian Soviet Congress on 
July 4 will never be forgotten by the 
great audience which filled the Grand 
Opera House at Moscow. 

‘**You may have a majority in this 
Congress, but you have not a majority 
of the workmen of Russia with you and 
you have not 10 per cent of the peas- 
ants,’’ she shouted. ‘ 

Mile. Spiridonovo then explained that 
there were no more than 10 per cent. of 
the peasants who did not have property 
and she declared she would never help 
‘these loafers to rob their thrifty 
neighbors.’’ She announced to the Bol- 
sheviki that she would fight if they 
wanted fight and, if necessary, would 
take revolver and bomb in hand and 
lead the peasants against oppression. 
She shook her fist at the box occupied 
by representatives of the German Em- 
bassy and declared Russia would never 
submit- itself to become a German 


colony. 

Mile. Spiridonovo’s speech practically 
broke up the congress. Premier Lenine 
and Minister of War Trotzky were in- 
effective in their attempts to refute her 
charges. Premier Lenine, who had 
seemed to be a power of strength in 
the All-Russian Congress four months 
before, had lost all his fire. 

Two days later Count von Mirbach, 
the German Ambassador, was killed and 
White Guarg uprisings occurred in many 
parts of e Soviet Republic. Mlle. 
Spiridonovo was imprisoned but sthe 
sepa as leaders did not dare execute 

er. 

Many members of the Left Social 
Revolutionary Party were shot but the 
war on the Bolsheviki continued. 
eral Hermann Eichhorn, the German 
Commander in the Ukraine, was killed 
at Kiev, and Moses Urtizky, Chairman 
of the. Petrograd Commission for the 
Suppression of a counter-revolution, was 
shot at Petrograd. Various other com- 
missaries fell and their errilla war- 
fare became more active throughout the 
Ukraine. 

Mile. Spiridonovo has spent eleven 
years in Siberian prisons for killing a 
Governor who oppressed the peasants 
and most of her associates in the lead- 
ership of the Social Revolutionaries have 
a similar history. Consequently, the 
Bolsheviki cannot successfully charge 
her with being opposed to the principles 
which resulted in the overthrow of the 
imperial dynasty. 

Mile. Spiridonovo has tuberculosis and 
has suffered a serious decline since her 
imprisonment in the Kremlin.

Mr. Fordney said his estimate was 
predicated on the returns of last year’s 
bill, which is the basis of: the pending 
ater.

000, he said the present law already 
had yielded $4,441,000,000, and added 
that the Internal Revenue Bureau esti- 
mated another billion dollars would be 
collected. This uncollected billion, he 
said, was caue to different interpreta- 
tions of the law’s provisions, and did not 
include any penalties for tardy pay- 
ments. "

Joseph Wagner, an Austrian subject, 
was arraigned in the Enemy Alien 
Bureau yesterday charged with having 
in his possession a United States Navy 
code a ca which is said to have been 
taken from tks battleship Minnesota of 
the Atlantic Reserve Fleet. Wagner, 
who is 22 years old, came to New York 
in 1913, and was employed at the time 
of his arrest by a Maiden Lane jewelry 
concern. Wagner is said to be a col- 
Jector of stamps, and agents of the De- 
partment of Justice are now at work 
trying to ascertain whether he used 
these stamps, of which he recently pur- 
chased $47 worth, as means of secret 
communication with persons in and out- 
side of the United States. 

Also in Wagner’s possession was 
found a map of South America and a 
list of warships of the Brazilian Navy. 
It was also said that Wagner received 
a folder every day inclosing always a 
sheet of paper on which were written 
letters and signs which have not bee 
satisfactorily explained to the officials. 
The sheet of paper which reached him 
in a folder on the day of his arrest bore 
the letter ‘I,’ followed by a- dash. 
‘*P,”’ followed by a dash and the word 
‘**love.’’ This was all that was on tie 
paper. Wagner's explanation’ of this is 
that he had been a piano player, had 
become rusty and was taking music 
lessons by mail. Wagner’s father is an 
Austrian and is at present in the Aus- 
trian Army.

Rose Pastor Stokes and Six 
Others Brought Before 


Angry Federal Judge. 


Court to Deal with Them Today— 
Jury Quickly -Obtained in 
Famous Espionage Case. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, Sept. 9.—The 
speed with which a jury was selected 
and the arrest of seven persons in the 
court room for applauding the peroration ; 
of the opening statement of Attorney , 
Seymour Stedman of the defense were! 
features of the opening session today 
of the trial of Eugene Victor Debs, four 
times the Socialist candidate for Presi- 
dent, on five counts of an indictment 
charging violation of the Espionage act. } 


Rose Pastor Stoxes was among those 
who admitted applauding and was ar- 
rested on orders from the behch by 
Judge D. C. Westenhaver. The others 
arrested were M. S. Basista, Max Mw, 
poub, Margaret Pavey of Akron, Ohio, 
who is on Debs’s bond; Frank Wells, 
Edgar Delaney, and J. J. Fried. 

Tne offenders apparently were car- 
ried off their feet by Stedman's elo- 
quence. Judge Westenhaver, however, 
exceedingly wroth, saw -in it only a 
deliberate contempt of Court, remark- 
ing that, in all his experience, he had 
never known so fiagrant a case, Later 
he said that perhaps he had been un- 
duly vexed, but this concession went 
only far enough to allow the culprits 
their liberty on their personal recog- 
nizance instead of on bail, as he at 
first demanded. He ordered that they 
appear before him tomorrow morning 
a half hour in advance of the resump- 
tion of the trial. : 

. B. Kavanagh, the’ Assistant United 
States District Attorney who made the 
opening statement for the Government, 
had closed by asserting that the jury 
should judge Debs ‘‘by his works.’’ 
Stedman assented, saying: ‘' The de- 
fense accepts the challenge. You shall 
know him by his works—by the works 
of his whole life.’’ 

Stedman sat down amid increasing 
applause from the body of the audi- 
ence. The bailiffs seemed stunned by 
an outburst hitherto unhinted in the 
austere atmosphere of Judge Westen- 
haven’s court. The Judge himself, 
knowh as a martinet among lawyers,

Attorney Stedman and Attorney W. 
A. Cunnea, also of the defense, argued 
earnestly against holding the culprits, 
but the judge insisted that they appear 
before him in the morning. 

it required only two hours and fif- 
teen minutes of actual work to obtain 
a jury. All were men past middle age 
and largely men of property. Mr. Sted- 
man said it was not the kind of a jury 
he would have chosen. The Judge’s in- 
structions, nowever, admitted of little 
latitude in challenging for cause. Only 
two men were dismissed in this manner, 
both confessing that it would be diffi- 
cult for the defense to- dislodge their 
prejudice against any one ‘who opposed 
the Government, however: slightly, in 
any of its measures to win the war 
speedily. : 

Jones Decker of Bucyrus, a venire- 
man, said he had-no occupation. More 
closely questioned, he added: ‘‘ Well, 
I’m President of an insurance company 
and Director of a Bank, if you call that 
an occupation.’’ He was subsequently 
dismissed on a peremptory challenge. 

The defense had exercised all of its 
ten peremptory challenges in getting rid 
of veniremen of civil war antecedents 
and patriotism when the jury was 
sworn. The Government had three of 
its six left. Their examination of 
ventremen was brief and perfunctory, 
while the defense went fully into the 
question of prejudice an political 
opinion. 

The greater part of Kavanagh’s —— 
ing statement was devoted to reedin 
the indictment and Debs’s entire speec 
at the Socialist ‘convention at Canton, 
Ohio, June 16, on which the indictment 
is based. In that. speech, according to 
the indictment and Mr. Kavanagh’s re- 
matks, Debs held the army, the navy, 
and the uniform up to ridicule, opposed 
the ideals for which the American flag 
stands, criticised the cause of the war, 
made remarks calculated to promote in- 
subordination and attempted to propa- 
gate obstruction to the draft. 

Mr. Stedman declared that the trans- 
cript of the Debs speech upon which the 
indictment was based was inaccurate in 
the omission of words and even whole 
paragraphs. He said that Debs talked

General Wood said that the estimated 
requirements of wool for thé army, 
navy, and Marine Corps between now 
and June 30 next will be 266,000,000 
pounds, and approximately 17,500,000 
pounds additional for semi-Govern- 
mental néeds. This quantity, he said, 
will be available, and wih provide for 
the new draft army.

It was something more than the circus 
of our youth that filled the scene last | 
night at the Criterion. 
charmer was there, to be sure, and the 
lady bareback rider—two of them. The 
Wild Man raged and the Living Skeleton 
did his long familiar contortions. La- 
vinia Warren coquetted diminutively 
with each and sundry, and eventually 
ye as- 
sisted at the birth of the great idea of 
pink lemonade, and we had our nostrils 
filled with the glorious aroma of peanuts 
and sawdust. And in and above it all 
‘was the person of P. T. Barnum, great- 
est moral showman on e: » reincar- 
mated in ecarth’s greatest fat actor, 
Thomas A. Wise. But tiiat was the 
lesser part. 

Any adequate history of the nineteenth 
century will surely take note of Bar- 
mum among its representative men. It 
was he who discovered that the public 
likes to be humbugged—and took good 
care that the humbuggery was clever 
enough to be worth half a dollar. And 
it was he who discovered the great truth 
that!the twenticth century has drama- 
tizéd—it pays to advertise. American 
brag. and American bluff; our love of 
clever new trickery and our passion for 
all the old moralities; our remorseless 
calculation in matters of business and 
our abounding personal kindliness and 
generosity—they were all there. Bar- 
mum was the soul of the provincial 
American of the nineteenth century, but 


the soul was big enough to inspire a 
continent and win fame and fortune in 


the other hemisphere. 


Really the press agents should canon- 
ize Mr. Barnum as their patron saint. 
Was business slack in one-day stands 
on the Mississippi? Mr. Barnum let the 
wild man loose, and sent his tent-peg- 
gers out to watn mothers and protect 
the lives of the‘t~ children. And by 
showtime he had not only captured his 
wild man, (a fugitive negro,) but had 
rehearséd him in all the tricks of wild- 
ness, so that the local ladies could see 
the terrible thing from which he had 
saved their darlings. When General 
Tom Thumb and Lavinia allowed they 
would get married he had the ceremony 
performed in Grace Church, with full 
military escort, and invited all the nota- 
bles of the nation, and ultimately pre- 
sented them to the royal notice of Queen 
Victoria.

STORY OF CHANGES — 
IN CABINET DENIED 


Rumor Had It Baker Would Re- 


tire Shortly and McAdoo 
Take War Portfolio.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 9.—No_ real 
basis was discovered in Washington to- 
day for current reports of impending 
changes in President Wilson’s ‘Cabinet 
involving the War. and Treasury port- 
folios. In well-informed Administration 
circles these reports were declared to 
be so lacking in foundation as not to 
warrant the recognition of formal de- 
hial. 

According to one of the reports, Sec- 
retary Baker is to remain in France 
for a considerable period, ¢cé-ordinating 
the work of the army; on both sides ‘vf 
the Atlafitic, and ultimately will retire 
as Secretary of War. The same report 
had it that Secretary McAdoo would 
become Secretary of War and John 
Skelton Williams Secretary of the 
Treasury, but that nohe of these 
changes would occuf until after the 
Liberty Loan flotation.

PARIS WOMEN THANKWILSON | | 


| Tell of Their Pleasure at His Letter 


on Suffrage. 


On behalf: of the women of France, 
Mme. Marguerite. De Witt Schlum- 
berger, President of the Union Fran- 
caise pour le Suffrage des ’emmes, has 
sent a letter to Président Wilson thank- 
ing him for his ‘‘ stirring reply on the 
subject of woman suffrage,’’ and stat- 
ing that the President’s message has 
been given wide publicity in the press 
of Paris and the provinces. The letter 
continues: ‘‘ The position of moral au- 
thority which you occupy in the world, 
Mr.. President, gives to your thoughts 
and your opinions upon all profound 
and vital questions tremendous and 
umcontested weight. After the publica- 
tion of your letter in the press we were 
inimediately conscious, as we hoped, that 
your opinion on woman suffrage had 
made a deep impression in France. I 
| had waited to thank you until I could 
| indicate the first result of your reply 
to our address. The newspapers have 
published it during the last few days, 
{as follows: 

‘Petit Parisien: ‘The group for 


women's rights, meeting at the Cham- 
ber, has noted President Wilson’s reply 
to ‘the International Woman Suffrage 
Alliance, recognizing the part played 
| by women in the war, and declaring 
himself in favor of their right to politi- 
eal franchise. The group has decided to 
request. the Committee for Universal 
Suffrage .to lodge its report on this 
question in the néar future.’ "’ 

The letter was transmitted to Presi- 
dent. Wilson yesterday by Mrs. Carrie 
Chapman Catt, President of the Na- 
tional American Woman Suffrage Asso- 
ciation, when she arrived in Washing- 
ton from New York.

THE GOVERNMENT RAILWAYS. 

The Director General of the Rail- 
Ways is a business man. He knows 
‘that the laborer is worthy of his hire, 
eonsequently not only the wages of 
the men employed in the railway serv- 
fee, but the wages of the railways 
themselves have been raised under his 
administration. All the railway sys- 
tems are laborers in the service of the 
mation. Mr. McApoo has a juster 
mange of the value of that service than 
the Interstate Commerce Commission 
hea had. : 

The Director General knows the 
value of brains. The names of some 
400 railway Presidents and other offi- 
@ers *‘ have been removed from Gov- 
“ ernment payrolls, though they have 
bad been retained at company expense.’’, 
But the Director General is well aware 
that the vast and highly specialized 
business of the railways cannot be 
a4@ministered by cheap men. Regional 
Directors receive from the Govern- 
ment from $40,000 to $50,000 a year, 
and. some Federal managers of ‘indi- 
vidual roads get salaries as high as 


$40,000. A policy of niggardly pay- |’ 


ment to responsible railroad execu- 
tiyeg would constitute noncompliance 
with the intent and letter of the act 
authorizing Federal control. Twenty- 
one months after peace is declared the 
Government. must turn over to the 
gempanies the railroads in as good 
@endition .as it received theni.. They 
would not bé‘in as good, condition, 
their capacity and usefulness would 
be grievously impaired, if through a 
mistaken Federal policy of fixing 
rates and compensation too low to re- 
tain or attract men of extraordinary 
ability and experience the railway sys- 
tems should be deprived of the service 
ef such men in high places. Accord- 
fugly, Mr. McApoo declares that 
It is not only equitable but neces- 
sery that they should be justly re- 
miunerated and that the reward of 
brains, industry, and loyalty should be 
‘ sufficient to continually attract able 
men to the service of the railroads as 
their life’s work. It is not merely a 
question of operating the railroads 
during the period of the war, but it is 
@..question of the post bellum period 
as well, when railroad work . must 
continue to be sufficiently attractive 
te draw constantly to it men of the 
right quality’and calibre. The sala-

There is but one thing to be said for 
‘wartime Government operation of the 
railways. It. has enabled . them, 
through unification of the service, to 
do.the war work of the Government 
doubtless better than it could have 
been done under independent opera- 
tion. Private persons doing business 
with the railroads, either as passen- 
gers or as shippers of freight, have 
been disadvantaged. That is not com- 
plained of, but it is a matter that will 
be distinctly present in the public con- 
sciousness when, after the war, the 
advocates of Government ownership 
and operation begin to raise their 
voices for ‘a continuance of Federal 
control. 


TRAINING THE BOYS. 

In the last school year great num- 
bers of New York State schoolboys 
and boys of school age at work got 
military instruction and drill under 
the Compulsory Military Training act, 
which, as a matter of fact, could ex- 
ercise no compulsion, since it con- 
tained no punishment for violation of 
its provisions. It really made military 
training elective. Take it or leave it; 


e, |and nobody could do anything to you. 


Fortunately, the law was amended 
into the form it should have had from 
the start. No healthy boy between 16 
and 19 can stay in any school or col- 
lege, public or private, or get any 
work in the State, unless he has a 
certificate of his enrollment for mili- 
tary training. Penalties are also pro- 
vided for school officials who don’t 
comply with the law. ay 

Yesterday the enrollment began. 
How remote, as if divided from us by 
thousands .of years instead of a few 
months, seem the bleatings of the 
pacifist flock .weeping over this. re- 
grettable military training for boys. 
Why; some angels of this millennial 
lamb-and-lion picnic would have 
banned even the classic tin soldiers 
and drums and trumpets and popguns 
of pugnacious, noisy, healthy boy- 
hood. 

Well, there has been industrious 
pricking of many bladders. The coun- 
try has learned a salutary if bitter 
lesson. Our boys must fit themselves 
to do their primary duty to the State 
and the country. Meanwhile, for 
their health, for the improvement of 
their carriage, for the restraint, disci- 
pline, and obedience which our Amer- 
ican children too often fail to get at 
home or in school, this required mili- 
tary instruction will be useful perma- 
nently, aside from its immediate value 
as a preparation for the severer train- 
ing of military service. Every 
healthy boy.is to have it, and will be 
glad to have it if he is worth his salt. 








GERMAN COLONIAL DREAMS. 

It is curious to see German pro- 
fessors, journalists, and world poll- 
ticians building up ‘ Mittelafrika ’’ 
even since the growing disaster that 
began on July 15. Thus the Kreuz- 
Zeitung, the voice of military Junker- 
ism, says that ‘‘ among the demands 
‘* upon which Germany must insist in 
Read victorious peace is the rounding 
‘* off her colonial territories in Africa. 
‘* Bast Africa, Togo, and Southwest 
‘* Africa will form the cornerstone of 
‘* a united German Africa.’’ 

Rubber and palm oil and a full list 
of tropical economic necessaries en- 
gage a multitude of German colonial 
experts. As library colonizers, the 
Germans are a marvel. Not long ago 
Mr. LEHMANN kindly restored and en- 
larged Germany’s African colonies. 
Gobbling South Africa was child's play 
for him. German Africa would be 
made so much more valuable by Ger- 
man permanent control and occupa- 
tion of the coal and iron lands of 
Flanders and France, and of the 
Flemish coast. He even threw in 
most of the British mercantile marine 
for good measure. Whom the gods 
would destroy! 

Of these megalomaniac dreamers, 
dividing Africa while Germany is 
shaken-at home, the moderates, the 
Centre, would be content, at first, 
with the Belgian Congo and enough 
of French and Portuguese West Af- 
rica to make an uninterrupted Ger- 
man Africa between the Atlantic and 
the Indian Ocean. The immoderates, 
or Right, the Kreuz-Zeitung school, 
annex South Africa, ‘and by gigantic 
grabs in West Africa bring Togoland 
and the Cameroons into Middle Africa. 

Pavut Lensou, a Majority Socialist 
Deputy, though he doesn’t agree with 
the Kreuz-Zeitung that the ‘‘ splendid 
military material ’’ in Africa should be 
exploited, yearns as strongly as the 
greediest Pan German economist for 
palm kernels and other colonial prod- 
ucts. Why has German milk pro- 
duction fallen ‘‘ almost .by half ’’? 
Because there's no oilcake for fodder. 
Home foodstuffs don’t produce so 
much, don't ‘‘ give such good manure 
“‘as tropical products, which are 
** ripened by a far fiercer sun; and 
** where these tropical foodstuffs are 
** lacking, the output of milk, corn, 
‘* sugar, and hides sooner or later 
** falls, and the material basis of our 
‘* existence is at stake.’’ , 

In short, without Africa, German 
babies, as Mr. von Mach would say, 
must starve for want of milk. Mr. 
Lenscn solemnly, or funnily, affirms 
that Africa must be organized by 
German State Socialism. 

Meanwhile, the fact remains that 





all German Africa, in extent between 
900,000 and 1,000,000 square miles, is 
in the hands of Germany's enemies. 
It is true that the competent and 


Africa, Colonel, von ‘Letrow, and his 
forces have not been caught. In so 
vast: and difficult a ‘region, in the ob- 
écurity of the .African bush, it is 
** practically impossible,’’ as General 
Smuts, who tried it for ten months, 
says, ‘‘to inclose an enemy deter- 
lmined to escape,’’ but German East 
Africa, though it still affords a hiding 
place for von LETTOw, is no longer 
Knuwing the German cruelties to 
natives,. knowing that no promises 
could bind Germany to abandon the 
military exploitation of. her African 
colonies, knowing what a detestable 
neighbor and sower of sedition and 
insurrection she is, knowing that her 
occupation of African ports and com- 
mand of sea routes would be a per- 
manent danger to peace, is the resto- 
ration to Germany of her colonies, let 
alone any extension of them, likely 
to commend itself to the free world? 








ESSENTIAL WAR INDUSTRIES. 
In the table of classes at the front 
of the questionnaire, which will deter- 
mine the status of men between 18 
and 45 who will register on Sept. 12; 
the deferred classifications contain 
such descriptions as: ‘* Necessary 
‘* skilled industrial laborer in neces- 
‘* sary industrial enterprise s ** nece 
‘‘ essary assistant or ‘associate man- 
‘* ager of necessary industrial enter- 
‘¢ prise.’’ And even in Class I, from 
which most of the men drafted for war 
service are drawn, Division F' reads: 
** Unskilled or not a necessary indus- 
trial laborer.’’ What is a necessary 
industrial enterprise, and what is the 
definition: of ‘* net a necessary indus- 
trial laborer’’? Hitherto industries 
have not known where to place them- 
selves, and workmen have been un- 
certain about their relation to the in- 
dustries, as exempts or not. Except 
in the obvious essential industries, 
there has been a lack of regulation 
and, therefore, much confusion. The 
War Industries Board has now come 
to the relief of employer and workman 
with a list of preferred industries. 

There are four classes in the order 
of their importance. A great deal of 
study has been given to completing 
the respective lists. . At first. sight it 
will not appear that all the industries 
named are essential, but in one. way 
or another they are contributing to 
the prosecution of the war. Like 
Class I in the man-power draft, Class 
I of. the preferred industries is log- 
ically at the head of the list. . The 
war could not be carried on for a day 
without the products of the industries 
designated; at the same time, if im- 
portance seems to shade off as the 
series lengthens, it cannot be argued 
that any of the industries’ , Should 
have been omitted; they are all play- 
ing a part in the war; some perhaps 
a minor, but nevertheless an indis- 
pensable, part. If the question of 
more combatants is raised by General 
CrowpeER, the list will have to be re- 
vised. That must certainly be done 
if the war is to last for several years 
and reinforcements, other than ‘those 
planned, are called for. The max- 
imum ‘service age can hardly be ad- 
vanced. if , 

The purpose of the draft was to di- 
vide and assign the man power of the’ 
country according to military and in- 
dustrial needs. 
said about the man behind the riveting 
tool being as much a factor in the war 
as the man behind the gun. It was 
not difficult to call mén to the colors, 
put them in uniform, and train them. 
As a problem, that was simple enough. 
But to decide who should do the es- 
sential work at the rear and be exempt 
from military service was not so 
simple. To solve that problem, we 
have been muddling along. What the 
War Industries Board will effect by 
its list of essential industries is well 


B. PaRKER: 

The administration of priorities {s 
calculated to bring order out of chaos 
and to develop an evenly balanced in- 
dustrial program to meet the require- 
ments of the military program, and 
at the same time supply the essential 
requirements of the civilian popula- 
tion. . 

The administration of the plan will 
have its difficulties, but they will 
gradually disappear if employers and 
their workmen co-operate loyally and 
intelligently, with the War Industries 
Board. They have now got their 
bearings. 

POTASH INDEPENDENCE. 

Great Britain will soon be producing 
as much potash fertilizer as was im- 
ported from Germany before the war, 
and the output in the United States is 
steadily growing. As the German 
people look at their own small crops 
and compare them with abundant 
yields on increased acreage in the 
countries of their foes, they must re- 
call with resentment and sneers the 
attempts of Professor RotH and other 
learned scientists to encourage them 
by asserting that American and Brit- 
ish agriculture was suffering great 
restraint for lack of potash, and that 
at the peace conference the Allies 
would beg on their knees for renewal 
of the old supply. 

In Great Britain the fertilizer is now 
taken from blast furnace dust by a 
cheap and simple process. One new 
factory, near Birmingham, is ready to 
produce from 400 to 500 tons a week. 
Others are to be built in the iron 
districts, and the output can easily be 
increased to 50,000 tons a year, or 
enough to satisfy all demands.

Fertilizer Association in ‘this city last 
week it was shown that the quantity 
of pdtash produced here this year

Than Law. unanimity than did the 
almost complete ahsence on Sunday of 
automobiles from all the city streets and 
country roads in this vicinity. Presum- 
ably, it was the same throughout the 
country east of the Mississippi. And 
this truly: remarkable abandonment of 
a well-established habit. from which 
thousands and thousands of people have 
long derived ohe of their greatest pleas- 
ures. was brought about not by an or- 
der, but.by a mere request of the Gov- 
ernment! To make the phenomenon the 
more impressive, the request was issued 
through a board the previous acts of 
which have been much and hotly and 
justly criticised by the same public that 
in this instance showed itself so docile. 

The explanation, of course, is that the 
request was reasonable and the motive 
of it thoroughly understood and as thor- 
oughly approved. 

On the first Sunday when it was asked 
that motoring except for necessity and 
charity be stopped, the thoughtless and 
the vicious folk who have always formed 
@ small but conspicuous and trouble- 
some minority of the automobiling part 
of the population acted after their famil- 
iar fashion and went out as usual. Their 
experiences on the road, however, were 
such as to convince even the dullest- 
witted and thickest-skinned that pleas- 
ure riding on a Sunday when intelligent 
and decent folk had united to save gaso- 
line was about as unpleasing as riding 
could be, .Few of them were arrested— 
none for ignoring the Government's re- 
quest—but they all found themselves 
subjected to such a pressure of contempt 
and scorn that hardly one of them vent- 
ured out when the second Sunday came 
around. 

That there are only too many automo- 
bilists' indifferent to the law, we all 
know, but when ‘the penalty to be faced 
was of a kind which, unlike fine and im- 
prisonment, could’ not possibly be es- 
caped, even the worst of them submit- 
ted—whether with a good grace or not 
nobody knows. or cares. They submit- 
ted, and that is enough.

‘posting on the walls at the places of 
registration, and they are not likely to 
be. read by many—certainly not by all— 
who go through a formality somewhat 
trying to the nerves and who may not 
note down for future reference the all- 
important addresses. A small card to be 
taken home and given to wife or mother 
would be much more effective.

President Explains That Questions

_ WASHINGTON, Sept. .—Forma: an- 
nouncement..was made froniithe White 
House today of’ the decision, rather re- 
luctantly reached by President Wilson, 
to abandon his préposed’ transcontinen- 
tal ‘speaking trip to the Pacific coast.

Clothing Workers Make Demands 
_on Makers of Uniforms. 


Members of the American Men’s and 
Boys’. Clothing Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion engaged in making army uniforms 
were disturbed last night when it was 
made knowh that the. Amalgamated 
Clothing Workers of America had made 
demands upon the manufacturers which 
the latter said they found it impossible 
to grant. 

The Amalgamated, it was charged by 
the manufacturers, was. making its de- 
mand under the. guise of a plea for Jan 
eight-hour day. Leon Mann, Managing 
Director of the employers’ body, said 
last night the union’s letter addressed to 
the Clothing Manufacturers’ Association 
asserted that the Amalgamated workers 
expected the eight-hour day to hold good 
only five days a week, while Saturday 
Was to be a half-holiday. Mr.’Mann said 
that if the union achieved its aim the 
operators would be working forty-four 
hours a week, while even the present 
torty-eight-hour week had been virtually 
abandoned by all the great plants filling 
Government contracts in other branches 
of industry. # 

The manufacturers said there were in- 
dications that the workers did not intend 
to take the army’s pressing needs into 
consideration, while the employers were 
further disturbed by a report that the 
Amaigamated was collecting a huge 


strike fund. Mr. Mann sent a reply yes- 
terday to the union in which he told 
the workers that about one-third of the 
capacity of the industry at present was 
engaged upon army uniform work for 
the vernment, while, with great in- 
creases in the army imminent, a reduc- 
tion of nearly 10 per cent. in working 
hours seemed inadvisable. °

DRAFT TO CUT ATTENDANCE 


it Will Also Reduce Force of Men 
Teachers—nNo New Classes 
In German Started. 


The city schonls reopened vesterday 
with a total attendance of about 1,000,- 
000 pupils. Of this number the public 
schools have a registry of more than 
800,000. This takes in the public ele- 
mentary and high schools, training and 
vocational schools. 

The marked fsature is the large regis- 
tration in Brooklyn, which leads all the 
other boroughs. It had a registry of 
285,018 in the elementary schools, and 
an attendance of 243,396. The numher 
of new pupils is 13,168. It had in the 
high schools a registry of 26,095, and an 
attendance of 21,111, and the number of 
new pupils 6,050. : 

The number of part-time pupils is 
about the same as last year, when there 
were 41,963 children on part ttme. When 
the schools closed in June thir had been 


reduced to 30,544. The number of part-_ 


time pupils this year is expected to be 
about 40,000. City Superintendent Et- 
tinger said that about 1,500 new sittings: 
had been provided, and that he has 
plans in mind whereby he hopes to pro- 
vide for all part-time pupils. 

Dr. Httinger gave the statistical condi- 
tions as exhibited in the public schools 
at 10 A. M. yesterday. He said it was 
only a tentative statement, and that 
later figures, which would probably be 
ready tomorrow, would make a material 
difference. The statistics are as follows:

BLAME FOR DEFAULT 


Bankers Reply to McAdoo’s 
Statement in Chicago & 
Western Indiana Case. 


WORKED HARD FOR RENEWAL 


Say They Were Willing to Attempt 
_to Obtain Extension Without Fee 
_—Defend Interest Rate. 


J. P.. Morgan & Co. issued a reply last 
evening to the statement put out by 
Director General McAdoo Friday. night 
in which blame for failure on the part 
of the Railroad Administration and the 
bankers to arrange for the maturity of 
an issue of $15,000,000 one-year notes of 
the Chicago & Western Indiana was laid 
at their door. The notes fell due last 
Tuesday, and are now in default, no 
provision having been made either to 
extend or pay them off. 

According to the bankers, all the 
means at their disposal were used in 
an effort to effect a renewal of the 
notes, to obtain new investment funds 
with which to meet the issue at matur- 
ity. If John Skelton Williams asked 
that an extension at 6 per cent. be 
offered the holders, J. P. Morgan & Co. 
were willing to attempt to obtain ac- 
ceptance of the offer without any fee 
for their services, they state. 

J. P. Morgan & Co.'s answer to Secre- 
tary McAdoo’s charges, which was given 
out by A. M. Anderson,,.manager of the 
bond: department, follows: 

“The statement of the Director Gen- 
eral of Rallroads, as published in Satur- 
day’s papers, only gives a portion of 
our correspondence with John Skelton 
Williams, Director of Division of Fi- 
nance, who is the only official of the 
Railroad Administration with whom we 
have had any communication on the 
subject of the Chicago & Western Indi- 
ana Company's notes which fell due on 
Sept. 1. ae 

‘*We do not intend to enter into a 
prolonged controversy on this matter, 
but the records amply set forth the fol- 
lowing points which we believe should 
be made clear to the public.

IN FOUR WAR YEARS 


Their Value as Great to Aug. 1 
Last as in the Seventeen 
Years Preceding Conflict.

Figures Affected Considerably by 
Higher Valuegs—Radical Changes 
in the Trend of Trade. . © 


Exports of manufactures from the 
United States in, the first four years 
of the European war were as much in 
value as in the séventeen years pre- 
ceding the conflict,* while exports of 
foodstuffs in the war period were as 
much as in the ten years prior to the 
war. Exports of manufacturing materi- 
al actually declined. 

A compilation by the® National’ City 
Bank, made public yesterday, shows 
that the total foreign trade of the coun- 
try in the first four years of the war 
was | $29,232,000,000, and in the four 
years immediately preceding the war 
$15,972,000,000. The imports increased 
from $6,887,000,000 to  $9,558,000,000, 
while the exports jumped from §$39,- 
084,000,000 to $19,674,000,000. 

The increase in imports was virtually 
40 per cent., and’ in exports 117 per 
cent. The bank’s figures, it was stated, 
were based upon the. official returns 
for the forty-eight months from Aug. 
t, 2014, in whith month hostilities start- 
ed, to Aug. 1, 1918. The ‘pre-war period 
taken for. comparison was the four fis- 
cal years ended June 30, 1914. 


Decline in Raw Materials. 


How much of the increase was due to 
higher prices cannot be accurately de- 
termined at present, the bank’s state- 
ment said. It was possible, however, to 
show by great groups of articles the in- 
creases and ‘decreases in imports and 
exports when measured by values. Ex- 
ports of raw materials for use in man- 
ufacturing, for example, showed an ac- 
tual decline in value despite the higher 


prices, the total value of raw material 
for use in manufdcturing exported in 


the four years of war having been only ;

$2,733,000,000, against $2,961,000,000 
the four srg preceding the war. 

This fall-off in the value of manu- 
facturing material exported is due, chief- 
ly to a decline 6f about 33 per cent.

In all the other groups of articles ex- 
ported, however, the figures of the war 
period are far in excess of those of the 
pre-war period. Foodstuffs exported in 
the four war years aggregated $4,852,- 
000,000, against $1,738,000,000 in the pre- 
war ‘period-.of four years. Manufac- 
tures exported in the four years of the 
war were $11,526,(00,000, against $4,212,- 
000,000 in the like four 4ears before the 
war, while the group ‘‘ miscellaneous ”’ 
was $300,000,000 in the war period under 
review, against only $31,000,000 in the 
four-year pre-war period. 

This enormous increase, it was pointed 
out, was due to the fact that it in- 
cludes horses and mules. Thus, in the 
exports of domestic products, manufac- 
turing material shows an actual decline 
of approximately 8 per cent., foodstuffs 
an increase of 179 per cent., and manu- 
factures an increase of 174 per cent. 


Radical Changes in Trade.

ISSUES. NEW TAX TAX ‘RULINGS. 


Roper Decides cf Diee on “Diedount for Ad- 
‘vance Payment. on Inheritances.

WASHINGTON, © ‘Sept.~ 9. — Internal 
Revenue Commissioner Roper announced 
today a ruling explaining the conditions 
under which the 5 per cent. allowance or 
discount for advance payment of the 
estate tax may be granted. The Estate 
Tax law of Sept. 8, 1916, provides that 
estate tax shall be due one year. after 
decendent’s death, and if the tax is paid 
before’ due a discount at the rate of 5 
per centum per annum, calculated from 
the time payment ‘is made to the date 
when the tax is due, shall be deducted.

“CORN CROP SUFFERS 
FROM BAD W&ATHER |: 


September Estimate of Produc- 
tion Shows Drop of 317,000,- 
000 Bushels from August. 


SPRING WHEAT IMPROVES 


Prospective Crop Now Up to 843,- 
000,000 Bushels—-Oats and 
Barley Also Better. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 9.—Heavy loss 
in the prospective corn crop, but a con- 
siderable increase in the forecast of 
Spring wheat production featured the 
September crop report issued today by 
the Department of Agriculture. 

Lack of rain during August in the 
principal producing sections of the corn 
belt caused a reduction of 317,000,000 
bushels in the crop forecast, bringing 
the loss in prospective production since 
July 1 to 487,000,000 bushels, represent- 
ing more han $800,000,000. 

A corn crop of 2,672,000,000 bushels 
this year, was forecast today from Sept. 
1 conditions. That would be almost 500,- 
G00 bushels less than last year’s crop 





and slightly smaller than the dverege| 
crop of the five years. from 1912 to 1916. 
The Spring wheat crop showed’ im- 
BT S00 0 t, and there was an increase of 
bushels in the forecast of pro- 
duction, bringing the prospective crop to 
,000, bushels. With the Winter 
wheat crop of 556,000,000 bushels, pre- 
viously announced, this year’s total 
wheat crop will be 899 899,000,000 bushels. 
That is almost 250,000,000 bushels more 
than was harvested last year and 
000,000 bushels more than the 1912- 16 
average. 

Hstimates of production of other crops 
compared with those made a month ago 
showed various changes. Oats had a 

49.000,000 bushel increase, tobacco a 20,- 
000,000 pound loss, hay a 13,000,000 tons 
loss, and white potatoes a "6,000,000 
bushels loss. 

Other changes were: Barley, 4,000,000 
bushels increase; sweet potatoes, 3, 500,- 

bushels decrease; flax, 1,100, 
bushels increase, and rice, 700,000 bush- 
els decrease. 

‘Heaviest reduction in the corn produc- 
tion forecast came from Kansas with a 
loss of 62,000,000 bushels,. Nebraska with 
60,000,000 bushels, Missouri with 57,000,- 
000 bushels, Illinois with 37,000,000 bush- 
els, and Iowa with 32,000, 000 bushels.

COTTON GINNING RECORD. 


1,039,620 Bales Were Ginned 
Prior to Sept. 1. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 9.—More cotton 
was ginned this year prior to Sept. 1 
than in any previous year in the his- 
tory of American cotton growing. The 
Census Bureau announced today in its 
first report of the season that 1,088,620 
bales had been ginned. 

The largest quantity heretofore ginned 
to Sept. 1 was 850,668 bales in 1916, 


when 7.5 per cent. of the crop was’) 


ginned to that date. Ginnings reported 
today comprise 9.3 per cent. of the 11,- 
137,000 bale crop forecast from Aug. 
25 conditions by the Department of Agri- 
culture. 

The heavy ginnings this year are 
ascribed to hot and dry weather in the 
western part of the cotton belt, espe- 
cially in Texas and Oklahoma. Much 
cotton opened prematurely and the pick- 
ing was done early. There also was a 
considerable increase in the acreage 
planted in Southern Texas and the crop

McADOO ORDERS CHANGES 


Through Western Trains Will Use 
Pennsylvania’s Tunnels and Locals 
Will Enter Jersey City Station.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 9. — The an- 
nouncement was made by the Director 
General of Railways tonight that, the 
New Yoerk City and Jersey City stations 
of the Pennsylvania Railroad would be 
used by: the Lehigh Valley Railroad 
Company, beginning on Sept. 15. On the 
same date the present use of the Com- 
munipaw terminal of:the Central Rail- 
way of New Jersey by Lehigh Valley 
passenger trains will be discontinued. 

It is proposed to send Lehigh Valley 
trains Nos. 5, 6, : a 8, 9, 10, 29, 30, 
and 28 into the Pennsylvania Station 
New York City, while the other Lehigh 
Valley passenger trains, Nos. 1, 27, 33, 
40, 22, and 34 will use the Jersey City 
station of the Pennsylvania. 

Passengers from downtown New York 
for trains leaving the Pennsylvania up- 


town station will use the Hudson & 
Manhattan trains connecting at Man- 
hattan Transfer 

Hudson & Manhattan trains and the 
Pennsylvania ferry service also will be 
used by. passengers for the Lehigh Valley 
“trains "having from the Jersey City 
‘station of the Pennsylvania. 


Discussing Director General McAdoo’s 
order, raiinoed officials last night said 
ft was another steh in his program to 
co-ordinate and centralize railroad 
traffic. Under the new routing, they 
said, Lehigh Valley passengers, by 
virtue of the Pennsylvania tunnels,

PROHIBITION ZONE . 
RESOLUTION PASSED 


House Quickly Adopts Senate 
Measure—Italy Wants Wine 
Restriction Modified. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 9.—Without 2 
dissenting vote the House today, after 
a few minutes’ consideration, passed the 
Senate resolution empowering the Pres- 
ident in his discretion to establish pro- 
hibition zones around munition fac- 
tories, mines, shipyards, and other war 
production plants. Penalty for violation 
is $1,000 fine or a year’s imprisonment. 

The resolution was reported by the 
Rules Committee; witn the information 
that Acting Secretary of War Crowell 
regarded its passage as urgently impor- 
tant. <A brief hearing had been held 
earlier in the day, at which Representa- 
tive Miller of Minnesota told of con- 
ditions near Duluth, the first large city 
in America to go ‘‘dry.’’ Across the 
river from a steel plant is the Wiscon- 
sin town of Oliver, which he said was 
organized solely for ‘‘ booze purposes ”’ 
and had demoralized conditions on the 
street car line running between Duluth 
and the munitions works. 

A protest against the provision in the 
Wartime Prohibitfon bill barring the im- 
portation of wines except those in tran- 
sit after final passage of the measure 
has been made by tne Italian Govern- 
ment through Ambassador Di Cellere. 
A copy of the protest was transmitted to 
the Senate Foreign owas pees Commit- 
us today by Secretary Lan 

In his communication the tte jan Am- 
bassador urged that the measure be 
amended so as to permit the winemakers 
of his country an opportunity to read- 
ust their business and avert great 
osses. Under its provisions the manu- 
facture of wine would continue until 
May 1 next, and the Italian Govern- 
ment urges that the importation be per- 
mitted up to that time also. 

Secretary Lansing, in his letter of 
transmittal to Chairman Hitchcock, 
called attention to the serfous conse- 
quences which the measure, in its pres- 
ent form, might have on the economic 
life of Italy at a time when such a 
thing should be avoided, a point also 

made by the Ambassador.

BREWERS UNDECIDED 
AS 10 THEIR FUTURE 


In Doubt as to Whether Govern- 
ment Will Permit Them to 
Use Reserve Stocks. 


DISCUSS SALOON SITUATION 


Col. Ruppert Predicts Half of Them 
Will Nt Renew Their 
Licenses on Oct. 1. 


The New York Brewers’ Board of 
Trade, of which Adolph G. Hupfel, Jr., 
is the Chairman, held a special meet- 
ing yesterday afternoon at 109 East Fif- 
teenth Street to discuss the general situ- 
ation in the brewing business as ft will 
be affected on and after Dec. 1 by the 
Fuel Administration’s order prohibiting 
the brewing of beer after that date. No 
definite action was taken, because no 
one had seen the text of the order giv- 
ing, officially, the Government's specific 
demands. It seemed to be the general 
opinion, however, that a very large 
number of New York saloonkeepers 
would fail to renew their licenses on 
Oct. 1. Colonel Jacob Ruppert, a mem- 
ber of the board and President of the 
New York State Brewers’ Association, 
put the number as high as 50 per cent. 
Thece are 9,673 saloons in the five bor- 
oughs. 

Tnere were others at the meeting who 
thought the Colonel had placed the num- 
ber too high. ‘‘ In the first place,’’ said 
one member, ‘a saloonkeeper may re- 
new his license, and if, some time after 
Dec. 1, he finds that he cannot afford 
to continue, he can turn in his license 
and get back the money for the unex- 
pired part. Furthermore, the poorer 
class of saloons, whose chief business is 
the sale of beer, will be the ones who 
will fail to renew, and this class does 
not represent 50 per cent. of the saloons 
in New York.”’ 

The determining factor in the renewal 
or nonrenewal of many licenses would 
be, it was said, whether the saloon men 
may count on the help of the brewers, 
as heretofore, for loans to pay the 


license fee of $2,000. It was admitted 
that many brewers would not find them- 


selves in a position to lend much money 
t6 anybody and be forced out of busi- 
ness at the same time. But Colonel Rup- 


pert thought that some of the brewers 
would be willing to help the saloon men 


along with the license fee as usual. 
‘“‘Nobody at the meeting.’’ said Colonel 
Ruppert, ‘‘ hac any suggestion to make 
as to what can be done with our proper- 
ties.

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SIXTY ARMY AIRPLANES 
IN 2-HOUR MANOEUVRE 


Films Taben of Evolutions at 
Mineola for Exhibition\and 
to Instruct Fliers. 


Special to The New York Times. 

MINEOLA, L. I., Sept. 9.—Sixty army 
airplanes of five different types, piloted 
by American airmen of the First Pro- 
visional Wing unit at Mitchel Field, to- 
day stayed in the air for two hours 
without a mishap while a series of mov- 
ing pictures was taken to show the pub- 
lic the work of training a military flier. 
Thirty-six planes manoeuvred for sev- 
eral minutes in a huge battle formation 
with such skill that Major W. J. Hast, 
in command of the field, received con- 
gratulations from allied aviators who 
saw the exhibition. 

Films of every stage of “the work of 
making a military aviator were taken 
for the Department of Military Aeronau- 
tics, and will be sent to Washington to 
be distributed throughout the country. 
Some of the pictures were taken from 
the ground and others from airplanes 
flying at great heights singly and in 
battle formations. ‘The photography was 
done by enlisted men in the Signal Corps 
who have taken courses in military pho- 
tography at Columbia University. 

Officers at the field said they did not 
think a larger number of military air- 


planes had ever taken to the air at the 
same time above a single field in this 
country. When plans were made for the 
flights there was some apprehension 
about safety, but the pilots handled 
their machines so skillfully that no ma- 
chine was forced to the ground. 

Among the planes-in flight were the 
De Haviland 4, equipped with Liberty 
motors; the American - built Caproni, 
also with Liberty motors; the Curtiss 
J. N. D. 4; the Curtiss type H, with 
Hispano-Suiza motor, and the Thomas- 
Morse monoplane scouts. 

In the battle formation of abet ote 
machines were several of the De Havi- 
land machines of the type used by the 
American squadron on its first flight 


over the German lines in command of 
Brig. Gen. Benjamin D. Foulois. Gen- 


eral Foulois had eighteen machines in 
his reconnoisance squadron. The large 
formation yesterday was in command 
of Lieutenant George Zeisner, flying at 
the peak. He has commanded units of 
the machines in practice formations over 
New York City for several days. 

The thunder of the sixty motors and 
the sight of the large number of ma- 
chines in the air attracted thousands of 
spectators, and the roads were crowded 
with automobiles. All the other cadet 
fliers not in the First Provisional Wing 
and all the mechanics and officers at 
the field watched the manoeuvres with 
glasses. 


After the films are developed they will 
be shown at the fields here to point out 
defects in flying to the men, and then 
will be taken to all the other grounds 
and flying schools in the country.

REASSURES COTTON MEN. 


Supervision, Not Price_ Fixing, 
Aimed At, Baruch Explains. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 9.—Bernard M. 
Baruch, Chairman of the War Industries 
Board, will confer with Southern Sena- 
tors at the Capitol tomorrow over his 
recent announcement that he intended to 
appoint a committee to ‘‘ stabilize the 
price of raw cotton.’’ Southern Senators 
are up in arms against any price-fixing. 

Senator Smith of South Carolina 
talked with Mr. Baruch today and 
learned from him, according to the Sena- 
tor, that the impression that Br. Baruch 
wanted to'‘fix cotton prices is wrong. 
Mr. Baruch explained that his idea was 
to have governmental supervision . over 
the distribution of cotton during the war, 
so that war needs might be met. Cotton 
growers want an open market, at the 
highest prices they can obtain, 

Senator Smith said that immediately 
after word went out that Mr. Baruch’s 
prespective committee would ‘‘ stabal- 
ize prices,’’ raw cotton fell $22 per bale. 
Planters who had been getting record 
prices now see disaster ahead, Mr. Smith 
said, unless the market can be steadied 
with the assurance that prices are not 
to be arbitrarily fixed.
